the Imperial Consulate, nt which It h 
estimated 
more than a thousand 
loyal 
subjects 
of the 
ICmperor 
gnthercd 
to 
present the young official with tokens 
of their 
respect, 
honor 
and 
confi- 
dence. 
For more than nn hour Chinese 
In 
holiday garb 
thronged 
tho spacious 
grounds and Invaded 
tho 
Consulate 
residence at tho corner of 
Horctunla 
nvcuuo nnd Victoria 
streets, 
whither 
they had 
come 
by Invitation 
to 
wit- 
ness the symbols of respect. 
There 
wero 
lulndsomu 
silken standards 
and 
draperies 
made of the handsomest 
of 
red silk, 
Tho standards 
wero four in 
number, 
cylindrical 
In 
shape, 
and 
mounted on tho top of wooden 
staffs, 
Tho gorgeous 
cloth 
wa.4 
emblazoned 
with Chinese characters

tassels, 'glittering 
with gold and nllver 
pondnntH, embellished tho stnndnrda In 
Oriental splendor. 
Tho letters told tho story of tho 
con-buI- 
'b 
acts of olllulal and private charity 
to the unfortunate 
peoplo of his race 
who 
wero 
suffereri! 
by tho Chlnntown 
flro of January 20 last. 
Tho narrative 
of his unselfish 
con- 
duct 
In assisting 
those entrusted 
to 
his oflicial 
enro Is told 
in dotail. Two 
magnifheut draperies for tho nrchwuys 
of his audlenco 
chamber, 
each 
full 
ton feet long, 
wero similarly Inscribed 
with Incidents of tho consul's 
career 
during the trying 
period 
of the quar- 
antine, 
1 celling 
how 
ho sent drugs to 
tho sick, and personally made a dally 
round of ull the quarantine 
camps. 
Upon one of them 
wero 
four 
letters, 
embroldetcd 
In gold, which luterpieted 
Into 
Fvngllsh, 
read 
"Ho 
helped 
tho 
people 
under 
lire."

second 
banner was the legend, 
"Ixive the

as of your own sons."
